a bottom length extending perpendicularly fiom the shaft and fixed to the shaft below 
the threads; 

a top length extending perpendicularly from the shaft and movable between the nut 
and the bottom length; and 

the bottom and top lengths each having an end for receiving a ground cover, the 
ground cover bemg secured when the ends come together by moving the nut down the shaft. 

Claim 33. (New) The ground cover anchor of claim 32 in which the shaft comprises a smooth 
surface between the point and the bottom length, the surface being suitable for printing on. 

Claim 34. (New) The ground cover anchor of claim 32 in which the point of the shaft 
comprises barbs. 

Claim 35. (New) The ground cover anchor of claim 32 in which the point of the shaft 
comprises an inverted cone. 

Claim 36. (New) The ground cover anchor of claim 32 in which the point of the shaft 
comprises a spiral, the spiral being suitable for screwing into the ground.
